CROATIAN GUERRILLAS

GENEVA, Sept. 22.—The Italian 
occupation of Dalmatia has roused 
the anger of the Croatian people.

Paris dis- 
closed that more than 200 persons 
have been arrested in the first two 
days of the drastic three-day repri- 
sal curfew imposed by the German 
military upon the French capital. 

These persons were arrested on 
the streets after the 9 P. M. Cur- 
few hour withcut the required red 
pass from the Nazi military com- 
mand. some, it was said, have been 
released after questioning. Others 
will be added to the German pool 
of hostages from which victims are 
drawn for reprisal executions. 

Subway service was allowed to 
operate after the curfew hour last 
night to enable night workers to go 
to and from thei: places of employ- 
ment, But only persons with Ger- 
man passes were allowed to take 
the trains.

Kiev has been captured by the Germans. This is a Severe blow, 
especially for those outside the Soviet Union. However, the capture 
of the city itself has not 400 great military importance because the 
Dnieper had been crossed by the Germans at a number of points 
anyway and the Kiev bridgehead had long lost much of its value. 

A very encouraging thing is the fact that the Germans again 
have failed to produce an encirclement on a large scale and are 
“now trying to get out of the fantastic claim they made a few days - 
ago of having surrounded four Soyiet armies. This is their fourth 
lie on a large scale: they “claimed a mass encirclement and 
annihilation at Byelostok, Minsk, Uman and, lastly, at Kiev, It. 
seems that Budenny did it again: he managed to withdraw the 
bulk of his forces intact. 

We do not know what is going on around Poltava because the 
Germans themselves have suddenly started soft-pedaling their 
previous claims. 

Further south there seems little Paw that the Germans have 
-cut across the Crimean peninsula, but the Crimea can fight for ~ 
a long time as a unit, thus, with Odessa, creating a string of 
strongholds on the German right flank hnd providing the Black 
Sea Fleet with valuable points d’appui. 

Of the movement of the Germans in the Kharkov direction 
there is not a word in the news. On this question, which ts of 
crucial importance, we simply have to wait and be patient. 

On the Central Front the Timoshenko offensive continues, 
slowly gaining ground and immobilizing large German forces. 

Around Leningrad the Germans have not been able to budge 
forward for the last eleven days, in spite of the heaviest attacks. 
. At the mouth of the Gulf of Finland the Germans 4re again 
attacking the Island of Oesel and even claim its partial occupation, 
It must be noted in this connection that it is the Island of Dago 
which forms the most important part of the outer naval position 
here. 

All in all, and allowing for the German claim of having 

- advanced as far as Poltava, we see that the front forms an almost 
perfect straight line from Krasnogvardeisk near the Baltic to 
Melitopol near the Black Sea. This is, after the severe trials of 
the last three months, a great tribute to the fighting strength and 
coordination of the Red Army which so far has never permitted 
a German mige to arene into stn 


The RAF is continuing its attacks on Germany and the 
invasion coast.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.—Sec- 
retary of State Cordell Hull today 
rebuked defeatist stories- on the 
course of the war on the Eastern 
Front by commending the fighting 
spirit of the Russian people. 

When Secretary Hull was asked 
whether he thought there was undue 
pessimism about developments on

SEE AID SPEEDED 


Plans for large-scale aid to the 
Soviet Union are to be planned at 
the three power conference of the 
United States, Great Britain and 
the Soviet Union which is to begin 
shortly. 

There are indications, however, 
that following a recent period of 
relative inactiivty in regards to aid- 
ing the Soviet Union a number of 
concrete steps are now being taken 
prior to the conclusion of the 
three power conference. 

Petroleum Coordinator Haro id 
Ickes indicated. today that recent 
shipments of oil to the Soviet Union 
from the -West Coast via Vladi- 
vostok will be continued on a reg- 
ular basis. 

Ickes urged coordination of trans- 
portation barges, terminal and stor- 
age facilities on the West Coast so 
as to prevent any oil shortage re- 
sulting from the use of several 
tankers to make shipments to the 
Soviet Union. 

The inference drawn from Ickes’ 
statéfment in informed circles here 
was that Ickes’ statement urging 
careful use of West Coast facilities 
meant that definite plans had been 
laid to continue supplying oil to the 
Soviet Union. 


REPORTS ON SOVIET HELP 


There have also been a number 
of reliable reports, which have not 
been officially confirmed, indicat- 
ing that several other important 
steps are being taken to aid the 
+ Soviet Union. These include: 

Pirst, a report that about 300 
planes have been sent to the Soviet 
Union, and that these will be fol- 
lowed by regular monthly ship- 
ments. 

Second, a report that American 
ships carrying supplies to the Red 
Sea for British forces in the Middle 
East have been ordered to the Gulf 
of Persia where the materials can 
be landed in Iran and trans-shipped 
to the Soviet Union. 

Third, that consideration is being 
given to the shipment of substantial 
quantities of aluminum to the So- 
viet Union which would aid in the 
production of airplanes and other 
war supplies. 

Administration activities to speed 
up consideration of the new $5,- 
985,000,000 lend-lease appropriation 
bill and to revise the Neutrality Act 
also have a , although not an 
immediate one, on the shipment of 
war materials to the Soviet Union.

Former Ford Executive 
Linked to Letters 


in Spy Ring 


Testimony of an officer of the 
Civil Aeronautics Administration 
that the Nazi Luftwaffe tried un- 
successfully to use him as a Ger- 
man spy climaxed the trial of 16 
German spy suspects in the U. 8, 
District Court in Brooklyn yester- 
day afternoon, 

Letters from one of Henry Ford's 
former important executives, who 
sits as a spy defendant in the same 
courtroom, featured the session 
earlier in the day. 

The former Ford executive, Ed- 
mund C, Heine, who formerly man- 
aged the Ford plant at Cologne, 
Germany, had given the letters to 
Lilly Stein, a German spy, who 
pleaded guilty, for wireless trans- 
mission to Germany. 

In one letter, dated July 5, 1040, 
Heine lauded Ford’s refusal te 
manufacture airplanes for warring 
countries, that is for Hitler’s en- 
emies. 

“Henry Ford: no doubt could 
make good on his promise of pro- 
duction of 1,000 airplanes a day,” 
said his former Cologne executive, 
“but fortunately this genius of 
production refuses to manufacture 
for warring powers, .. .” 

Heine’s authorship was admitted 
by his attorney, George Gordon 
Battle. The letters were given to 
the - government’s counter - espio- 
nage agent, William G. Sebold, who 
posed as a Gestapo agent, and 
read into the court record by As- 
sistant U. S. District Attorney, Ed- 
mund Donald Wilson. 

Heine gave data on the number 
and types of American airplanes 
assigned to the Allies in other let- 
ters, 

LUFTWAFFE ESPIONAGE 


The Luftwaffe’s barefacéd ate 
tempt to bore within the Civil Aero- 
nautics Administration was bared 
by Albert Vallmecke, the assistant.

And later that same 
month Vallmecke found a letter in 
his box on United States Lines sta- 
tionary from Eilers himself, who, 
it turned out later, was a library 
steward on the S.S. Manhattan. He 
was coming back at 6 o’clock that 
night, he wrote. 

Vallmecke said he told Eilers to 
go to official channels for imfor- 
mation.

Farm Conference, headed by Secretary of 
Agriculture Wickard, was a noteworthy event 
—especially so since the Illinois AFL at its 
recent meeting took a similar step. 

The program of the Midwest Farm Con- 
ference, centering on the slogan of “abun- 
dance to defend America,” is meeting with 
high favor in the countryside. It is a sign 
of the growing political development of the 
trade union movement that it should recog- 
nize the community of farmer and worker 
in this great national crisis. 

Now if ever there must be a break with 
the “scarcity” program that has plagued the 
nation’s farms. As President Roosevelt has 
said, “food is a weapon against Hitlerism.” 
We need more and more weapons of every 
kind—including food and agricultural com- 
modities that can be used for industrial pro- 
duction. 

Organized labor and the farmers consti- 
tute the two main sections of the population. 
Together they must see to it that production 
is vastly increased both in the factory and 
on the farm. Together they can see to it 
that everything is subordinated to the needs 
of the defense program and that no corpo- 
rations exploit the situation for personal

Police Club Rule 


© A bare-faced police frame-up is being per- 
petrated against Herbert Newton, Negro 
community leader and vice-president of the 
WPA Teachers Union. 

Newton has been indicted for second- 
degree assault upon an officer and for carry- 
ing a concealed razor, the latter one of the 
stalest of defamations against the Negro 
people. Actually this innocent Negro trade 
unionist has been crudely framed for leading 
a picket line in Harlem protesting the dis- 
missal of WPA workers last July. 

In the course of lawful picketing, Newton 
was fiendishly attacked by Detective Emmet 
Howe and sustained permanent and serious 
injuries. To shield Howe, Newton is now 
indicted. But public indignation mounted so 
rapidly that the union, which is defending 
Newton, has compelled the police department 
to subject Detective Howe to a public hearing 
in Harlem on October 3. 

The move against Newton is a continua- 
tion of the police frame-ups and brutalities 
which have been reviving lately against 
Negroes. The Reginald Thomas Defense 
Committee (1 W. 125th St.) is now conduct- 
ing a campaign to free Thomas from Sing 
Sing where he is serving a 2-4 year sentence 
on a baseless charge of stabbing a police- 
man. Both of these cases are examples of 
Hitler “justice” which weaken the whole 
fight and unity of the people against Hitler- 
ism. 

Labor, progressives and the Negro peo- 
ple have struggled bitterly for curbing of 
Tammany police club rule. At a time when 
they are fighting Hitlerism; New Yorkers 
do not propose to see it re-introduced in the 
city. Full support should be given to the 
fight to free Thomas and to the campaign 
of the WPA Teachers Union to smash the 
Newton frame-up.

“The effort to develop suspicion against 
Kussia sounds suspicious; it is instigated by 
Germany itself.” 

Senator Murray of Montana—note that 
this is the state of Senator Wheeler—gave 
this ‘warning to the people of the United 
States. 

In words which contain the timeliest wis- 
dom for the country, Senator Murray ham- 
mered home what every honest person can- 
not deny— 

“Kussia has performed the _ greatest 
service for the protection of democracy yet 
performed in this war,” he said. 

“It would be absurd to keep Russia from 
benefiting from lease-lend funds.” 

’ He clinched his argument: “We should 
sidetrack everything else to nt all aid to 
Russia.” 

The fact of ‘the matter is that support 
for all-out aid to the Red Army is the 
minimum test for sincerity in the anti-Hitler 
fight. 

Senator Murray is speaking from the 
viewpoint solely of America’s national in- 
terests. His ringing demand that the East- 
ern Front be recognized as the front-line 
trench of democracy springs from his re- 
fusal to be duped by Nazi-inspired propa- 
ganda. 

Congressional Munichmen are exceed, 
ingly active. 

They would betray this country as 
surely as Petain betrayed France. 

The latest announcement indicates that 
they intend to block even a consideration of 
lease-lend aid to the Soviet Union until two 
weeks from now. 

Fhe men who are sabotaging aid to the 
Soviet Union also sabotage aid to Britain. 
These men are for a platform of all-sur- 
render, not of all-out struggle — Hitler. 


Hitler’s armies meanwhile do not post- 
pone their aggressions for two weeks, while 
Congressional appeasers tie the hands of 
the United States, 

Yet it is a fact that the appeasers in 
Congress do not represent the known opin- 
ion of the country nor the established policy 
of the Government. America wants action 
against Hitler. It wants to strike the rat- 
tlesnake before it strikes us. 

Public feeling against appeasement is 
forcing political shifts. Congressman Dirck- 
sen of Illinois is reconsidering his isolation- 
ism under popular pressure in the Midwest, 
alleged stronghold of isolationism.

Some Bunk 
Debunked 
On Cosmetics 


There is scarcely any field of ad- 
'vertising in which such brazen lies 
are tuld as in cosmetic propaganda. 
Anyone familiar with the advertis- 
ihg game recognizes this as a 
strong statement, but a review of 
the facts show how true it is.

Many prepara- 
tions are advertised to “close” them, 
Dut there is no method known that 
will do this, 

Many women flatter themselves 
into believing that their skins have 
@ particularly delicate texture. The 
advertising experts play on this be- 
lief in sélling their. creams. Women 
are persuaded that their skins are 
too tender to withstand ordinary 
soap and water, but require special 
expensive preparations for cleans- 
ing. | 
-As a matter of fact, nature has 
provided animals (including the hu- 
man) with as tough a covering as 
could be desired and it stands up 
under terrific amount of punish- 
ment. 

Other manufacturers claim that 
their wares will remove freckles. No 
lotion or cream will do this in the 
case of permanent freckles and tem- 
porary freckles disappear of them- 
selves. Recently, the Elizabeth 
Arden Corp. was forced by the 
F.T.C. to stop advertising that one 
of its creams would remove freck- 
les. | 

No preparation will “preserve the

‘+ skin” as is so often claimed. Hair 


dyes do not “tint” the hair or re- 
store its color.” as is tactfully 
maintained. They dye or bleach it. 

Then there are the preparations 
that supposedly “oil” the muscles 
just beneath the skin. No such drug

and into the muscle and if it did, 
the musclés wouldn't need oil to 
keep them going. There are no cos- 
metics which will actually smooth 
out wrinkles as is claimed. Wrin-
